one of the best presentations of the 
president's personality and gives a 
clearer picture than has ever been 
given of the human, side of Mr. Coo- 
lidge. So far as is'lcnown here.'the in- 


- tervlew 'was not 
pre-arranged. 
Mr. 


Barton visited the. president at White 
Pine camp and was so impressed with 
the president's personality and his in- 
teresting manner of self-revelation 
that he sought and obtained permis- 
sion to publish his notes 


MUCH DISCUSSED 


Although the 
interview provoked 


much discussion among newspaper- 
men in Washington and some com- 
mented that this probably meant the 
end of the anonymous "official spokes- 
man" and the beginning of a new pol- 
icy on the part of the White House 
with reference to publicity, the con- 
sensus of opinion was that Mr. Coo- 
lidge was i\ell supported by acts of 
his predecessors in granting exclusive 
interviews. President 
Wilson 
gave 


two exclusive interviews to Samuel G. 
BIythe of the Saturday Evening- Post, 
and President Harding did 
likewise 


It was noted that Mr. Coohdge did not 
give expressions to any views on cur- 
rent affairs 
but 
merely 
answered 


questions about his personality. Early 
in his administration he gave the same 
privilege 
to 
French Strother of 


World's Work. 


This, however, so far as is known is 


the first time any president has giv- 
en an exclusive interview to a news 
association and there were comments 
on every side here Thursday for the 
enterprise of Mr. Barton in having 
been the first to obtain the right to 
quote the president directly. 


PERSONALITY ASSET 


So far as the political phases of the 


incident are concerned, it was inter- 
preted as having this importance: for 
several months the 
political leaders 


friendly to the president have been 
convinced that Mr. 
Coolidge 
alone 


could strengthen the 
opportunity of 


the Republican party to retain con- 
trol of both 
houses 
of congress. 


Throughout

Smith's callers on the president gave 
out a series of interviews emphasizing 
the prosperity of the country but crit- 
ics have been saying that while the 
of Coolidge administration was strong, 
the president's personality was not 
well enough known and was not as big 
an asset as it should be.

contact had been spread. Mr. Barton's 
interview refutes any such impression

They ought to be paid 
honestly for that work, even though the rate of 
payment be the same as the hospital has to ffive 
a chambermaid or a housemaid or a waitress. Per- 
haps if the hospitals could get away from their 
shck policy and pay honestly for the service pupil
